children went to school last ses- 
sion under the state's new educa- 
tion laws. 


L. P. Sturgeon, associate state 
commissioner of education, 
said 
today that average enrollment was 
up 100,000 during the school year 
and that children were getting a 
better education. 
Every district in the state waged 
an intensive campaign «o get chil- 
dren in school and keep them there, 
Sturgeon said. 
Some districts which have heavy 
Latin American and negro popu- 
lations reported gains in attend- 
ance of 15 per cent while the state- 
wide gain was 5 per cent. 
Despite the gains, there are still 
150,000 school age children in Tex- 
as who are not enrolled, the edu- 
cator said.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 3—<&) 
—More than 6,000 business women 
are gathered here today to' promote 
the equality of—women. They are 
attending the 10th biennial con- 
vention of the National Federation 
of Business and Professional Wom- 
en's Clubs. 
Opening the barrage was the out- 
going president, Dr. Frances Scott 
of Northampton, Mass. She is the 
author of several books on health 
and hygiene and an associate pro- 
fessor of hygiene at Smith Coollege. 
She declared: 
There must be a new pattern in 
thinking with respect to women's 
place in the world. Industrializa- 
tion took them out of their homes, 
then it left the greatest unemploy- 
ed force in history. 
Women must band together to 
reach top positions. Other women 
must help them, and must apply 
their intelligence in national af- 
tairs. Division of work should not 
be on a basis of sex. 
'In our civilization the job be- 
longs to the person best fitted to 
do it. The distinction between men's 
work and women's work all but 
vanished during tl-- last war. Our 
thinking has not kept pace with 
rcalJty." 
"What is Democracy?" . she ask- 
ed. "Is it material possessions and 
comforts, the so-called American 
standard of living? Or is it protec- 
tion of opportunity to achieve?" 
Judge Sarah T. Hughes of Dallas 
was named as sole rtominee for the 
presidency of BPW.

Czechs Planning 
Severest Purge

have ordered the severest purge 
the party has had since it took 
power here in February, 1943. 


The party's central committee 
announced in the official Commun- 
ist newspaper Rude Pravo

on'probation from next Sept. 1 to 
Dec. 15 in an effort to weed out 
undesirables.

The committee said each mem- 
ber will have to prove "how he de- 
fends the party against the infil- 
tration of the enemy." 
A similar move by the Chinese 
Communist party was reported Sat- 
urday from Hong Kong. Bulgaria 
Romania and Hungary have had 
party "purifications" of varying 
intensity in recent months. 
The last probationary period in 


Czechoslovakia occurred from Oct. 
1, 1948, to Jan. 31, 1949, when the 
party purged 107,133 members.

He was commenting on a sto- 
ry by David Lawrence, column- 
ist, who said today the first step 
In a limited mobilization ' may 
come this week with a call for 
"volunteer reserves" to come to 
active duty. 
Lawrence said this step "is Im- 
perative if the navy, for example, 
is to get the personnel to man thfi 
ships needed this very month." 


Asked if there was any prospect 


of a partial mobilization, Johnson 
replied: 
"Not at the present time." 
In response to another ques- 
tion, Johnson said that under 
recently-enacted law tho Presi- 
dent could, if he considered It 
necessary, call reserves to active 
duty without their consent. 
Johnson refused 
to comment 
further. He spent about 20 minutes 
with the President and brought 
vlth him Deputy Secretary of De- 
ense Stephen T. Early and Gen. 
Omar Bradley, Chairman of the 
oint chiefs of staff.

The nation's weekend accidental 
death toll had climbed to 375 today 
as millions of motorists took to 
highways and beaches for the July 
4 celebration. 
The National Safety Council had 
said it would be the biggest four- 
day traffic jam in history and pre- 
dicted that 385 would be killed be- 
fore it ends, about midnight Tues- 
day. 
The council estimated that 36,- 


000,000 vehicles would be on the 
highways between 6 p. m. 
(local 
times) Friday and midnight Tues- 
day. But the homeward movement 
was 
expected to be spread over 
more time than the mass depar- 
tures. Many of the celebrants had 
to return to their jobs today, while, 
others, mostly office workers, will 
no£ return to work until Wednes- 
day.

There were 74 drown- 
ings, one fireworks fatality, and 
48 from other miscellaneous causes.

They add that in any war today 
surprise tactics and speedy all-out 
mobilization could defeat greater 
military might. 
The United States could reach, 


from Western Hemisphere bases, 
any "significant" bombing target 
on earth, some military officials 
say, but Russia has the equip- 
ment to long-range bomb us al- 
so.One top Pentagon official says 
It's tho same old Army story, but 
with a new twist: "Getting there 
fustest with tho mostest—atom 
bombs." 
To forestall the possibility of a 
sneak air raid, a radar network 
is operating in the northwest, north- 
east and Alaska. This is to detect 
the presence of enemy planes. But 
the network is .far from complete. 
The buildings and land alone need- 
ed for additional installations will 


cost an estimated $80,000,000. Noth- 
ing has been appropriated. The Air 
Force is spending $50,000,000 from 
other funds to get this expansion 
work started. 
A staff of about 170,000 civilian 
volunteers is being recruited to 
help watch for enemy planes and 
to broadcast warnings in case of 
attack.

fense Secretary Johnson has said: 
"The state of readiness of our 
armed forces and the military 
potential of our

are 
greater today than in any pre- 
vious peacetime period in the 
nation's history."

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KOREA AND THE U. N. 


Even the most practical- 


minded person must occa- 
sionally permit himself the 
wishful thought, "If things 
were only thus," and the 
jolting outbreak of violence 
in Korea brings such a mo- 
ment. If only we had used 
the five years since the end 
of World War II to make the 
United Nations a real_ inter- 
national authority, with ef- 


• fective force at its instant 
.command, the Korean inci- 
dent would need be of small 
personal concern to Ameri- 
cans. 
The Korean incident, as a 


matter of further conjecture, 
would probably never have 
occurred at all. It is one 
thing for ambitious rulers of 
part of a divided state, pre-

It would be quite an- 
other thing to make such an 
attempt in the knowledge 
that within a matter of days 
it would bring action from a 
world police force stronger 
than the arms of any single 
nation.

But we 
should not much longer al- 
low the sense of being busy 
with other things to deter us 


' from making the United Na- 
i tions a real power. If we wait 
' too long the chance to do it 


may be lost. Meanwhile in- 
dividual nations must bear 
shocks, like the events in 
Korea, which rightly ought 
to be the affair of the world 
organization.

Bonner, who is a city commis- 
sioner, was raclnjr around 
his 


Zion's Rest establishment making 
barbecue 
sauce, barbecue heef, 


preparing potatq salad and slic- 
ing country-cured hams. 
The 
picnic dinner Included all 


the above ingredients and Commis- 
sioner 
Bonner was getting them 


ready. He said he was preparing 
800 pqunds of p-' *.e beef and 
100 


pounds of home-raised, country-cur- 
ed ham for the Cotton Mills employ- 
es and their families. 
"Some folks .would rather have 


ham than barbecue," he explained 
"and Mr. Edens wants them 
to 


have what they like." 


In order to have the meat and 
potato salad ready for the noon 
meal 
Saturday, Bonner and his 


crew started work about 5 a. m. 
Friday. He- said 
they'd 
work 
straight through until all are ser- 
ved about 2 p. m. Saturday. 


The Saturday affair is but one of 


three large.meals Bonncr is to pre- 
pare in the next 10 days. On July 
10 he'll prepare a similar menu for 
about 800 Boy Scouts who will .vis- 
It in Corsicana, and on July 11 he 
will make ready for about 
800 


more Scouts. , 


*Wo have a small party to 
pare for the night of July 11." 
said, "there'll only be about 
persons to be fed at that one 


Bonner said he usually gets sev- 


eral big barbecue contracts 
each 
summer. 


The barbecuing business is but 


one phase of the business carried 
on at Bonner's combination slaugh- 
ter house, barbecue plant, ham cur- 
Ing'station, sausage manufacturing 
plant, and delicatessen. 
Since 1944 the 
Commissioner 
has been in the business in a big 
way. He got started,In. 1035 when 
he operated a grocery in down- 
town Corsicana.

mer business, he said, and the ham 
curing and sausage making gener- 
ally runs from mid-September un- 
til late in April. 


He also butchers and 
prepares 
meat on a custom basis and pre- 
pares 'meat for home freezers. 


"In custom work," he said, "we 


do it just the way the customer 
wants, and we offer either smoked 
or unsmoked hams and sausage." 


His customers hail from -11 over 


Texas and he sells by mail and di- 
rect to the customers. 


"One salesman from Dallas," he 
said, "stopped i.ne Saturday after 
a day at the auction barn and 
carried home about 10 pounds of 
sausage. Before the season was 
over he was carting sausage for 
several families in Dallas 
and 
usually took 25 or 30 pounds on 
every trip." 
When barbecuing and preparing 
hams or sausage he uses meat from 
his own stock, if not furnished by

meat If he has none of his own on 
hand." 
The "turn-key" operation for the 


Cotton 
Mills 
picnic and for the 


Scouts calls for something like the 
following procedure; 
First the meat is killed and 


butchered, placed in the cooler to 
season and then prepared over the 
hickory barbecue pit. 


Often he has to go a.s far as 20 


miles for hlcku-y for the fires. . 
When fully barbecued, the meat 


is sliced and placed in huge pres- 
sure cookers where it Is kept until 
served. 'This 
operation 
sounds 


simple, but there's hours of work 
connected with it. 


While the fires are heating and 
the meat is cooking, Bonner and his 
hands are working on the potato 
salad and its ingredients. 
For the Cotton mills dinner he 
prepared 
300 pounds of potato 


salad Into which went 100 pound* 
of onions, 40 dozen eggs, gallons 
of vinegar and salad dressing, 
plus pickles, relfsh and celery. 
Its a pleasure to watch 
Bonner 


prepare the potato salad. 
"I mix to taste," he said, as he 
sampled the salad every, few min- 
utes. Then he'd add a little more 
egg, a dash of vinegar 
or salad 


dressing, or perhaps another-hand- 
ful of onions. 


"Uncle Joe here," he added, 'Ms' 


my official taster and if it doesn't 
taste right to him and me, out it 
goes and we start over." 


The potato salad is mixed in huge 


washtubs 
and .then 
placed 
in 
crocks. The crocks are kept under 
refrigeration until the potato sal- 
ad is served.

course, no barbecue would 
be complete without baked beans.
